Calmly Tells of Gang Terror­ 


izing New York.

Youth W h o Began Life of Crim e at

New York, .Jan. 2 8 — A tale th a t laid 
bare the inside w orkings of the m ost 
desperate band of Black H anders th at 
the police have ever coped with was 
told by a youthful 
w itness 
before 
Judge Rosalsky, in the court of gen­ 
eral sessions at th e trial of a m em ber 
of the gang. 
T he w itness, who confessed to the 
police after he was 
arrested 
and 
thought th at th e gang was not stand 
ing by him, confessed on the stand 
under oath to being im plicated in two 
m urders, nearly a score o l bomi) o u t­ 
rages, abduction of young girls for 
w hite slave purposes and other crim es 
of lesser m agnitude. 
His recital, as a m a tte r of fact, was 
a story never equalled in tile "blood 
and th u n d er" y arn s of the penny nov­ 
elettes and astonished everybody in 
the court room. Ju d g e R osalsky sat 
on the bench in am azem en t while the 
w itness glibly told of his connection 
with the activities of th e gangsters. 
T he w itness was Alfred Lehm an, 
known to his associates as "Sohratt­ 
ly.” He is only tw enty-three years of 
age and is slight of build, with a pale, 
anaem ic face, looking an y thing but 
th e desperate crim inal he confessed 
him self to be. 
Lehm an was arrested with tw o o th ­ 
ers in L yndhurst, N. J., in October. 
The th ree w ere charged with setting 
off a bomb in the estab lish m e n t of 
Klee & Co., in L yndhurst. 
Lehm an 
thought th at th e gang did not intend 
to aid him, and accordingly the New 
York police received word th a t he had 
a tale thnt would in te rest them . 
Deputy Police C om m issioner Dough­ 
erty w ent over to th e jail and heard 
L ehm an’s story. A fterw ard, when L eh­ 
m an was brought to New York he r e ­ 
iterated his confession.. 
Lehm an w as placed on the stand ais 
the principal w itness ag ain st Angelo 
Syl vostro, who was 
charged 
with 
placing a bom b in th e hallw ay of the 
ten em en t at 170 East H ouston street. 
tollm an. In addition to telling about 
his knowledge of and participation in 
the score of bom b outrages and two 
m urders, also told th e court about the 
burning of tw o Brooklyn houses for 
the Insurance. He said th a t th e bomb 
outrages usually brought th e m en do­ 
ing the work $50. 
One robbery in which a Chinam an 
was killed, he said, n etted him $2, 
while the tw o m en with him, who, he 
said, killed th e Chinese, got th e sam e 
am ount. 
Regarding th e bom b set off In the 
tenem ent in E ast H ouston street, L eh ­ 
m an said th a t the leader of th e Black 
Hand gang was in terested in a wom an 
and that a m an living in th e tenem ent 
was interested in the sam e woman. 
Tile gang leader, he said. w anted t<> 
get rid of this man. 
"On Aug. JI By I vest ro and a m an 
known as *Zump' took the bom b h an d ­ 
ed to us by th e gang leader and went 
to th e back yard of the te n em en t at 
170 East H ouston stree t,” said Lek 
man. 
"T his was next door to the H ippo­ 
drom e moving picture theater, which 
was crow ded at th e tim e we set about 
to blow' up th e plat e. W e didn’t car** 
a rap for th e d an g er to th e crow d In 
the theater. W e w ere th ere to set off 
the (tomb and we w ere going to do It." 
T he w itness w ent on to tell how 
the bomb failed to explode afte r th. 
fuse had been lighted twice. 
He then told of having personally 
bet from sixteen to eighteen bom bs 
some of which did great dam age and 
others refusing to explode. 
Cross-exam ined by S ylvestro’a law 
yer, Lehm an said th a t he had begun 
ills career of crim e at Hie age of 
seven. 
Tw o o th er m em bers of the 
gang are expected to corroborate bis 
story. 
Rocco Pticillo, an o th er m em ber o! 
the gang, also confessed. He said he 
participated 
in 
the 
setting 
off 
of 
thirty-five bom be in different p arts of 
the city. 
"I was paid from $50 to $100 for 
each bomb that I planted m yself," he 
said, “and I received $25 each tim e I 
accompanied other m em bers of tile 
gang who planted bombs."

Allentown, Pa., Jan. 28. — C harles 
Zellner, a farm er, of E ast W eissport. 
Carbon count, shot his wife in the 
arm at RuchsviUe, Lehigh county, and 
when she fell to the floor as if dead, 
shot him self in th e head, dying alm ost 
instantly. 
Mrs. Zellner had taken h er baby an I 
left her husband because of alleged 
cru e lty , and it was afte r she had re ­ 
fused his request to retu rn to him that 
he began 
shooting. 
Mrs. Zellner s 
wound is trivial. 
Mrs. Zellner, who is a prepossessing 
woman of th irty years, m arried th 
late O scar Heil, of Siegersville, who 
died six years ago. 
To them xvere 
born four sons, who are now’ am ong 
relatives. 
Two years ago Zellner was forem an 
for co n tracto rs who 
co n stru cted 
a 
stretch of sta te highw ay through Sie- j 
g ersVille. 
Zellner at the tim e xvas a 
young widower of thirty-one, with five 
children. 
After a brief courtship they 
were m arried. He took her to hi.i farm j 
in C arbon county to live, and a baby, 
now seven m onths old, was born to 
them . 
Several m onths ago Mrs. Zellner r e -1 
turned to h er old home, declaring she 
had been com pelled to separate from 
her husband on account of his ex ­ 
trem e cruelty. She is unwilling to dis 
cuss a life th a t she declares was n 
nightm are. 
She brought suit for n o n su p p o rt for 
herself and baby and w ent to live with 
Mrs. W illiam 
Itoedler, a con in, at 
RuchsviUe. 
L ittle had been heard of 
Zellner, and no one had seen him u n ­ 
til he appeared In th e kitchen of the 
Roedler home. 
To his request th a t sh e retu rn to 
him, she replied th a t was im possible 
after th e way he had 
trea te d her. 
T hen Zellner drew his revolver and 
fired at his wife. T h e bullet inflicted 
only a flesh 
wound. 
fhock 
caused h er to fall to th o floor in a 
faint, which probably caused him to 
think he had succeeded in his attem p t 
to kill her. Before any of the m em ­ 
bers of th e Roedler fam ily could in ­ 
tervene lie had tu rn ed th e weapon on 
himself. 
A fter Mrs. Zellner had left home, 
Zellner had notices published th a t he 
would not lie responsible for any debts 
she might co n tra ct, and he s a l! at 
the tim e th** sep aratio n Ii ad occurred 
on account of d isag re em en t over lier 
children. Ile said she had w anted him 
to ta k e h er children into his home, 
and he had refused because she did 
not trea t bls children right, but like 
the proverbial step m o th e r. Aside from 
th at he said she was very d ear to 
him, and th a t he found life lonely an I 
burdensom e w ithout her.

— President 
Wilson signed an executive order put­ 
ting into operation on April I a per­ 
manent government for the Panama 
canal zone and naming Colonel George 
W. Goethals, chief engineer of the 
canal commission, as the first civil 
governor. 
In some quarters this a* Hon is look­ 
ed upon as putting an end to consid­ 
eration by Colonel Goethals of accept­ 
ing the police 
commissionership of 
New York city, a post pressed upon 
bim by Mayor Mltchel. 
Secretary of War Garrison made the 
announcement of Goethal’s selection 
as he carried away the executive or­ 
der from tho White House. He said 
Colonel Goethasl had not been inform­ 
ed officially but that he would be as 
soon us his name was sent to the 
senate. 
Garrison said the cabinet meeting 
was devoted largely to a discussion 
of the Panama lanai government. He 
added that the question of tolls had 
not been discussed and that tile ex­ 
ecutive order merely makes provision 
for the collection of such tolls as are 
provided by law. 
The order puts into effect the Adam 
son act for the government of the 
zone. S te p s will be taken within the 
next few days to prepare for the re­ 
organization of th e <anal government 
under the provisions of the act.
